1 . The newly amended clainhs merely require the reaction product through the 
partial curing of an epoxy resin, anhydride, polyol and phosphor to the extent that the 
phosphor is substantially uniformly distributed throughout the composition. The claims 
do not require a subsequent partial curing step. The claims are not directed to a 
method of making an epoxy resin composition wherein the components are reacted, 
then partially cured. 

2. Japanese Patent No. 52-15539 discloses the reaction of an epoxy resin, 

hardener and luminescent pigment wherein "the reaction is stopped before reaching the 

curing temp." and "the luminescent pigment is dispersed in the thermosetting resin" to 

form a mass. There is no distinction between the claimed reaction product obtained via 

partial curing and the prior art reaction which is stopped before the curing temperature 

is attained. Both the claimed and prior art reaction products yield a reaction product 

wherein the phosphor or luminescent pigment is uniformly dispersed.
